Village plans to city

BELLE GLADE--The first phase of a plan 
to develop an area of the marina into a fishing 
village was unveiled this week. 

J-Mark Fishing Village will consist of 209 
units of one-and-two-bedroom apartments, It 
will also feature an enclosed swimming pool, 
expanded restaurant and marina store, 
reacreation area and meeting rooms. 

A sketch plan was presented to the City 
Commission Tuesday by the developer, Jupiter 
Development Corporation of Jensen Beach and 
the engineers, Shalloway Inc. of Lake Worth. 

The owners of the property are Mike and Jim 
Challancin. 

Developer representative Mike Chason-told 
commissioners that for-the past 18 weeks data 
has been gathered to determine the direction 
this project should go. 

He called the property "unique" saying the 
5.2 acre site is “the only piece of property that 
can be developed in the dike area.” 

Response to the plans has been favorable. In 
three months 20 interested persons each put 
down $7,000 in deposits. 

Chason said, “What we're doing is pretty 
close to what the public is looking for out 
there.” 

He also noted that the Florida League of 
Anglers has expressed an interest in using the 
fishing village as its Freshwater Fishing Head- 


quarters. 
The 27,000 r ber group, along with other 
wildlife and conservation groups, would hold 


meetings and other activities in Belle Glade. 

The plan calls for the building of 209 units of 
400, 600 and 800 square feet. The buildings 
would be either four or five stories. 

The buildings would be constructed of con- 
crete. They would be built off the ground so 
that cars and boats could be driven 
underneath. 

The buildings would probably be sold as con- 
dominiums. Buyers would be able to rent out, 
their apartments when they were not uses 
them through the-management company. 

The idea, according to Engineer Dan 
Shalloway, is to create "а resort atmoshpere.” 
The project is being designed to offer a “hotel 
environment.” 

Although there remain some legal wrinkles 
to iron out and somé permits have not as yet 
been obtained, developers are confident the 
projéct could be underway soon. 

It is expected the project will take from two 
to three years to complete. 

City leaders were assured there would be no 
problem with traffic or fire protection in the 
proposed site. 

The developers will come to the city several 
more times as plans progress.

City reverses stand, gives OK to liquor store

BELLE GLADE--Last month the city put 
the cork on plans to' allow a liquor store on 
Main Street. But the cork wasn't tight enough 
and this Week it went flying into the air. 

But not everybody is cheering about the ci- 
Ly's decision to approve the liquor store plans. 
If anything, city leaders made more enemies 
than they did friends. 

The vote on the emotion-packed issue was 
three to one. Voting in favor of the go-ahead for 
the building at the corner of South Main 
Streeet and Southeast Avenue D-were Mayor 
Thomas. Altman,, Commissioners Claude Tin-

dall and Charles Goodlett 

The lone descenting vote came from Com- 
missioner George Goforth, an opponent of the 
move from the start. Commissioner Daniel 
Bythwood was absent at Tuesday's meeting. 

The issue of building a liquor store on the va- 
cant lot started last month when property 
owner Thomas Bonavia came before the com- 
mission wanting permission to use the proper- 
ty to sell drinks in containers, such as frozens 
daquaris and other drinks in paper cups. 

The city. was met with a barrage of protests 
from members of the Masonic Lodge which is 
in the same block as the proposed liquor store.

Approximately 900 people attended the 
funeral Tuesday of Dr. F. H. Poteete, Jr.-a pro- 
minent Glades pkysician who died Saturday 
evening followirig a heart attack. The funeral 
Procession was over two miles long. 

“Total disbelief" were the words used by 
Wethering Funeral Home Director James Ben- 
nett to describe the feelings of the Glades com- 
munity following the spreading of the news of 
the death, 

Bennett said his telephones rang constantly 
for two days following the news. He said many 
people called tó ask if the.reports were true, 
and then hung up crying when the worst was 
confirmed. 

Dr. Poteet». who was 62, resided at 357 
Kismet Ave. in Pahokee. He was the son of the 
late F.H. and Zula Cooper Pottete, He was 
born on June-17, 1923 in Water Valley, 
Mississippi. . д 

He had been a resident of Pahokee since 
1958, when hé moved hete from West Palm 


Beach to open a medical practice. His offices 
wore lneated in the hnilding with Dr. R:L. Hat-

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Price supports vital to sugar industry 


WASHINGTON--An 
independent study of 
U.S. sugar policy to be 
released today by the 
Congressional 
Research Service finds 
that sugar production 
and price stability is 
vital to the survival of 
the U.S. sugar industry 
and "can only be pro- 
vided under present 
circumstances by 
dircet government in- 
tervention," a policy it 
says is followed by all 
major sugar producing 
nations. Н 
Congress is expected 
to approve a new sugar 
program when debate 
over the Farm Bill 
begins next month. 
“This studey is a 
Strong endorsement of 
the current sugar pro- 
gram and deflates the 
arguments of critics 


who contend that con- has been cost com- 


sumers would benefit 
from access to the so- 
called world market 
price for sugar with out 
а program," said Eiler 
Ravnholt, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Hawaiian 
Sugar Planters' 
Association. 

The study concludes 
that ''world prices, 
because of their 
residual nature, fo not 
represent a solid basis 
on which national 
policies car be built,” 

It points out that 
world sugar price 
governs only about 5 
percent of world sugar 
comsumption. The 
study argues that U.S. 
sugar policy should be 
guided by the issue of 
“whether in the long 
run the total costs of 
domestic production 


would be greater or less 
LÎ than the costs of sugar 
from 


alternative 


sources,” 
It finds that "the 


U.S. sugar industry 


petitive, and despite 
changes in the nature 
of the sugar cycle, it 
may well remain on a 
per with the long run 
average of world pro- 
duction costs.” 

“If domestic sugar 
can, on average, be pro- 
vided competitively 
with imports, then 
there is a good priori 
case for keeping the ef- 
ficent parts of the in- 
dustry alive," the 
study concludes. 

Comparing current 
U.S. prices to the 
average real world free 
market price of raw 
sugar, the study states 
that ''current U.S. 

rice supports do not 
appear to be unduly 


The current loan rate 
is 17.75 cents per 
pound compared to the 
17.5 cent per pound 
average real world 
price during the period 
1951-1984, the study 
ovserves. 


Current sugar pro- 
gram proposals call for 
a loan rate of 18 cents 
per pound. 

The study, entitled 
"World Sugar Trade 
and U.S. Sugar Policy” 
was prepared by 
London-based Landell 
Mills Commodities 
Studies, an indepen- 


dent research firm, for 
the Congressional 
Reaserch Service, the 
research arm of cm 
gress. It was request 
by Rep.

Head lice an ongoing pest 


Lice have lived on 
human beings for 
thousands of years. In 
fact, traces of lice have 
been found on the 
scalps of prehistoric 
American Indian mum- 
mies and references to 
lice infestation appear 
in ancient Egyptian 
and Greek writings. 
Yet, despite the 
numerous 
achievements in vir- 
tually every field of 
medical knowledge, the 
problem of lice infesta- 
lion persists and is 
growing in our society. 

Transmitted by 
various forms of 
human contact, lice in- 
festations can spread 
swiftly and are difficult 
to get rid of, The pro- 
blem is particularly 
common among school 
children, who are in- 


clined to share various 
articles such as hats, 
sports headgear, 
combs and brushes, 
and to engage in con- 
tact sports, rough- 
housing and other ac- 
tivities involving bodi- 
ly contact. 

The potential for 
epidemics has become 
a matter of increasing 
concern to school 
health officials, w 
may be confronté 
only with the 


dif 
ficulties of detection, 
but with the need to 
provide proper con- 


sultation to infested 
children and their 
parents, as well as to 
cope with parent and or 
child embarrassment. 
Lice infestations are 
not responsive to sim- 
ple preventative pro- 
cedures and can not be 


identified with par- 
ticular economic .or 
social groups. Infesta- 
tions cán occur in any 
school at any time. 
Classroom discus- 
sions concerning per- 
sonal hygiene should 
include. cautions to 
students against bor- 
x other people's 
ng, brushes, 
or other per- 
sonal object. In these 
classes, teachers and 
school health officials 
should advise students 
that lice infestation can 
be a serious problem, 
causing discomfort and 
possible skin irritation.

Homework blues 


The purpose of homework is to train 
students to work independently and to review 
and master skills taught during classtime. 

Homework should not be casually disregard- 
ed by child or parent, but at the same time, it 
should not be a stress-provoking situation that 
exhausts the child's enthusiasm for school the 
following day. 

For many parents, striking an appropriate 
balance between indifference and overconcern 
with homework can be difficult. Parents often 
wonder how much supervision they shoüld im- 
pose on the child's homework activities and 
whether or not the teaching process will be af- 
fected by their interference. 

Experts in the field of education have offered 
specific suggestions as to the best degree of en- 
volvement parents should have in their 
children's home studies. 

Parents should provide a suitable work space 
with the proper equipment. The child will need 
a desk or table, adequate lighting and ap- 
propriate reference materials such as'a dic- 
tionary, atlas or encyclopedia. 

Outside distractions should be minimal, but 
the student need not removed from the 
family’s evening activities if he prefers the 
closeness of the family environment. 

Parents should not initiate “helping” 
students by supplying answers or correcting 
errors. Mistakes enable the teacher {о ac- 
curately determine the child's educational 
needs. If homework,is not representative of the 
child's abilities, that student loses out. when 
the teacher is determining follow-up studies." 

If the child requests that you “check” his or 
her work, the parent may do so by pointing out 
where the mistakes are. But, be sure that the 
child attempts to correct the errors through his 
own efforts, and is not simply coming to you 
for easy answers. 

If the child se¢ms truly stumped on a par- 
ticular assignmegt, the parent can ask leading 
questions in order to encourage the student's 
through processes, or suggest to the child how 
or where the answer might be found. 

Finally, be sympathetic to your child’s com- 
plaints about excessive homework or boring 
assignments. If your child seems particularly 
overloaded with schoolwork, temporarily ex- 
cuse her from a regular family chore to allow 
the student some relief from excessive 
pressure:

increasingly technological society 


Years ago, some experts predicted the 
demise of reading in the coming electronic 
age. The electronic age is now in full 
swing, however, and reading is still alive 
and well. In fact, the average person needs 
a higher level of reading skills than ever 
before to cope in today's complex society 

Today's world challenges our critical 
reading skills in many ways, and young- 
sters will probably need even higher levels 
of literacy in the future. 

"In one context, we may define reading 
as the human acquisition of knowledge 
and information.” says John C. Manning, 
president of the 60,000-member Intera- 
tional Reading Association. "Increas- 
ingly, certain kinds of that information 
will be obtained from computer printouts. 
But from whatever source, reading will 
still provide the méans Of that acquisition." « 


Demands of complexity 


"Thé increasing complexity and so- 
phistication of our requires the ap- 
plication of higher mental process skills,” 
adds Manning, a professor of reading in- 
struction at the University of Minnesota 
“I believe that these skills and capacities 
are best learned in the cosmos of books. 
They are found in the analysis of character 
apd the understanding of plot in the inter- 
attion of persona, event and story 
“Children can best be prepared for the 
complex world of tomorrow through in- 


tensive reading in literature and history in 
the study of the humanities and in the ap- 
preciation of art." 

The sophistication of the world's tech- 
nology also creates another important 
necd for critical reading skills, says 
Bernice E. Cullinan df New York Univer- 
sity. Cullinan, the immediate past presi- 
dent of IRA, cites recent studies showing 
that fear of a nuclear war is the most com- 
mon fear among children throughout the 
world. 


Learning to evaluate 


“We need to teach children to read criti- 
cally—to evaluate the things they read, to 
read between the lines and to think care- 
fully about how language is used.” adds 
Cullinan. *:We need critical readers to 
think of alternatives and to consider results 
in view of action taken. We need to teach 


children to think of alternatives to bigger 
bombs and ‘safety nets.” 

“We need to teach children to analyze 
how language is used when people talk 
about ‘acceptable losses’ or ‘winning’ a 
nuclear war. The names we give bombs 
and nuclear weapons, such as “Little Boy" 
or ‘Peacekeeper, suggest different images 
from what they mean in reality. 

"The rhetoric of war is something our 
children are growing up with, and the ef- 
fect shows in the krowing number of chil- 
dren who believe that a nuclear war will 
occur in their lifetime. I think we need to 
help young readers see the efféct of using 

"language in this way," concludes Cul- 
linan. . 

Not only is reading still iniportant for 
youngsters, but reading for pleasure re- 
mains à popular pastime. "One fact which 
continues to impress me is that children 
and adolescents in very large numbers 


“What is depressing is the dramatic re- 
duction of reading time in the schools. 
There is entirely too much time devoted to 
instruction of nonessential reading skills, 
practice of irrelevant ones and extravagant 
testing. Children need to spend much 
more school time reading books and sto- 
nes 
Parental impact 


Although reading demands have 


changed over the years, parents remain a 
key factor in helping youngsters become 
readers. 


"Reading with children at home prior to 
school entrance is the single major factor 
in school reading success," concludes 
Manning. “Beyond that, parents should 
exhibit a lively interest in the printed word 
Mode ei пары and infor- 
mational materials. If parents read, their 
children will read, too!"

Cause for concern 


Latchkey children are a cause for grow- 
ing concern among parents and others 
worried about their safety and develop- 
ment. While some point out benefits to 
children who care for themselves, such as 
a sense of , other people be- 
lieve it is dangerous both physically and 
psychologically to leave children at home 
alone—particularly-those under nine years 


For some parents there are few alterna- 
tives. Babysitters can be expensive. There

Anorexia nervosa, an eating disorder 
that affects thousands of school-age 
female adolescents across the country, has 
under increasing national attention 
їп the past several years. 
cording to а recent article in the 
Joujnal of the American Dietetic Associa- 
1108, encouragement to inhale large 
amounts of food is the last thing that vic- 
tims of anorexia need. 


Urging an already paranoid anorexic to 


switch from eating practically nothing to a 
diet that includes hefty meals, snacks and 
desserts can only make them more para- 


noid, say Diane M. Muse, R.D., and Al- 
exander R. Lucas, M.D., òf Mayo Clinic. 


Instead, small, slow increases in food 
consumption are psychologically benefi- 
cial because the strategy weans the 
anorexic away from the obsessed fear of 
getting fat, say Huse and Lucas. Because 
of the anorexic's extremely low weight, 
which triggers a dramatic slow-down in 
metabolism, large quantites of food also 
can shock bodily systems and cause car- 
diac problems. 

In treating anorexics, the emphasis on 
prescribing 3,000 to 5,000 calories-a-day 
diets, is "countertherapeutic,"" says the 
authors, because patients will “feel over- 
whelmed."' Food intake should be in- 
creased by only 250 to 300 calories a day, 
allowing time for the psychologi 
changes that are needed if the anorchic is 
to accept the weight gain. _ :
